It’s a hard way to get ahead; it’s arduous 
and it’s long; but it builds for us a foundation 
that is solid and strong. As the years roll 
along, the way becomes easier and we find 
that the time and effort we spent in building 
a good solid foundation has been well spent— 
that our efforts have not been wasted.

_ We have commented on various experiments which we have tried 
in the past, and last year we told about planting seeds in pressed wood 
trays. Another year’s trial of this method has convinced us that we 
have something good. The trays were designed originally to enable 
the greenhouse man to put a dozen plants in a convenient package— 
to let your customer take the plants home without too much muss—to 
eliminate the bother and the shock of digging them out of a large flat. 
The customer could then plant them in the garden right away, or hold 
them to a convenient time. 


_ We have gone farther than that and have tried putting a few plants 
such as cucumbers or cantalopes in a tray and then planting the 
tray and all in the garden. Where you have a plant with roots of a 
penetrating nature it works all right, but where the plants tend to 
become root bound easily, it is necessary to cut the bottoms of the 
tray when putting it in the garden. 


With gladiolus, all that is necessary is to put the tray in the ground. 
Gladiolus roots easily penetrate the tray and work out into the sur- 
rounding soil. Just nestle the tray in some loose soil,even the soil 
with the top of the tray, and as the roots grow, they will penetrate 
the tray and work out into the surrounding soil. 


These pressed wood trays are light and easy to handle. There is a 
ledge around the top and we fill the tray up to the ledge with a good 
top soil. We water to settle the soil, plant our gladiolus seeds and then 
cover with sand, even to the top of the tray. We water again—put 
the trays in a warm place and in about three weeks time, start looking 
for green leaves. After the leaves appear is time for getting ready to 
put them in the garden. One of the real advantages of these trays is 
that if the weather is not good, you can delay planting the trays in 
the garden for almost another three weeks. After the roots start 
showing through the trays, they must be put out into the garden at 
once. We put our trays in our cold frames as long as we have room 
in the frames and then put the rest out in the garden. We do keep a 
few in the greenhouse for experimental work. Some of the seed which 
we planted late in February and carried on in the greenhouse bloomed 
late in October. 


With our comparatively short growing season, we have always con- 
sidered ourselves lucky to get sixes from a field planting. From the 
trays we often get size three and larger bulbs, with most of them 
probably running to size five. It is quite a thrill to shove a fork under 
a tray and lift up a whole handful of seedling bulbs. It is almost 
necessary to dig with a fork for many of the bulbs will have worked 
through the bottom of the tray and out into the surrounding dirt. It 
is necessary to dig up some of the outside soil to make sure you get 
all the bulbs. 


To our way of thinking, the added six weeks growing time we get 
by this method is worth a great deal, enough to more than offset the 
little additional cost and bother. It is nice to be able to get our 
seeds planted at times when we cannot work outside, and still be 
able to keep them coming without a setback when we put them out 
in the field. We appreciate the increased size of the bulbs we get 
and we find that most of them will bloom the next season. Saving 
a years handling of a seedling helps a great deal. 


Now let us go a little further. Are you having trouble germinating 
some of your bulblets? Who doesn’t—some varieties are extremely 
hard to germinate and if you have ever tried to germinate them inside 
and then transplant them, you know that it just does not work. 
These trays will help you on such items as these too. Just plant like 
we mentioned for seeds and keep well watered until the leaves begin 
to show. After most of the bulblets have sprouted—or when you 
notice the roots beginning to work through the trays—its time to 
plant them outside. Some of the real hard ones may take six weeks 
or more to germinate, but most of them seem to come through 
ultimately. You may not get ones and twos by this method but you 
will have lots of smaller sizes to grow on the next year. Here again, 
we start them as early as we can to give us a jump on the weather. 


Now about the cost of these trays. They are not too expensive—ten 
for a dollar, prepaid or 100 for $7.00 F.O.B. Aurora. Once you have 
tried them, we think you will always want them. Ohio buyers please 
add 3% sales tax. 


EARLY ORDERS 


It is to your advantage to order early, with instructions to us as to 
when you want the shipment made. We have much better selections in 
January or February than we do in April; we have more free time to 
work filling orders when the ground is snow covered. Late March or 
early April is the time we start planting, and after that time, our 
stocks deplete rapidly. We can give each order much better atten- 
tion early in the season. Try to get your orders in early. You will 
help us a lot when you do. 


PLANTING INSTRUCTIONS 


Planting instructions will be included with all shipments. This will 
be the latest up to date information available, written by experts— 
published by the North American Gladiolus Council. 


SHIPPING 


We can ship any time within reason, when we ship by express. On 
most orders we start shipping in March, being careful to check the 
weather reports before we ship. We would appreciate your putting 
an approximate shipping date on the order to guide us—you know 
your general weather conditions better than we do. If you want 
something in a hurry, just say so, and we will do our best to get it 
going in a hurry. 


EXTRAS 


It would be a big help to us if you would mention some of the vari- 
eties you might like as an extra. We cannot always furnish what you 
might want, but we can come close most of the time. Our idea in 
putting an extra or two in the shipment is to give you a chance to 
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look at some of the newer varieties. If we send you a Demure, a 
Copper Lustre, a Brenda, or some other variety as an extra, we 
hope it will give you a glimpse of a better or a newer variety. Then 
too, most of us haven’t forgotten the delight of opening a package 
just to see what was in it—I can remember how pleased I was 
to get an extra of some variety I did not have. List a few names of 
some varieties you might like to have on the bottom of the order. 


SUBSTITUTIONS 


We might as well be frank on the substitution situation. No one 
likes to substitute and no one likes to get a substitution, but there are 
certain limitations that are hard to overcome. A small 25c item that 
we cannot fill on an order makes it almost prohibitive to refund, and 
we would probably substitute. We will not substitute on anything but 
small items. On the early orders there is seldom any reason to 
substitute and we do not run into much trouble until the middle or 
end of March. After that time it becomes increasingly difficult to 
fill all items as ordered. Therefore, on all orders received after March 
15th, unless you specifically request us not to do so, we will substitute 
size, but not varieties. After April lst we will substitute size first 
and then varieties. You may be sure of one thing, though, we 
will give better value in the substitution than the one originally 
ordered. 


ARASAN 


We have again treated our bulbs with a mixture of Arasan and 


| DDT. The bulbs are dusted when we bring them in from the field and 


again after they are cleaned. We find that we get an excellent control 
of disease from the Arasan and the DDT is, of course, just a precau- 
tionary measure to take care of any thrip that might have carried 
over on the bulbs. The bulbs are ready to plant in the field without 
further treatment on your part. We have made it a practice to dust 
all purchases with Arasan before we plant. 


A few bulbs in a bag, a spoonful or so of Arasan, shake well and 
you will find the bulbs well coated with the dust. Not too much work 
and a good control. No messy soaking and if planting is delayed, no 
harm done. We have eight ounce cans available for $1.00, and two 
pound cans for $3.25. Ohio purchasers please add 3% sales tax. 


LET’S TALK ABOUT PRICES 


A frank discussion of prices is in order at this point. We are in 
business to make money, just like everyone else, and unless we can 
make a fair profit, we can either go out of business, or be forced to 
let our quality slip. We feel that most everyone would rather pay a 
fair price and get a good high quality healthy bulb, than he would to 
get a bargain, only to find the size or quality was lacking in what he 
got. Some of the so-called great bargains are far from being any 
sort of a bargain when one considers the disease introduced into his 
garden from that bargain lot of bulbs. 


We have no intention of selling anything but the highest quality 
bulbs but to do so, we must get a fair price for them. We do not want 
all the traffic will bear—neither do we care to give them away. Sort 
of ‘Down the middle of the road’—a fair price for a high grade 
healthy bulb. 


There can be no objection to putting the facts before you. Anyone 
can sit down and figure things out for themselves, but few of us do 


eaT 


so. Let us take an order for ten large bulbs, selling 10/$1.00. Post- 
age to the fourth zone is $.31, which leaves us $.69 to work with. 
From this we have to deduct the cost of packaging, wrapping, and 
the growing of the bulb, cleaning and storing it, insurance, depreci- 
ation, catalogues, etc., and still have a little profit left. Now let us 
take the same order to the eighth zone. The postage cost is now $.51, 
and that only leaves $.49 to work with, obviously not a profitable deal. 


There has been considerable discussion among the growers about 
raising the price to 10/$1.20 and we have seriously considered doing 
so. If we do. the man in the fourth zone is paying part of the bill 
for the man in the eighth zone. It would be better to let each man 
pay his own postage, just like the big mail order houses do; but it 
just isn’t as easy as all that. A man ordering bulblets or smalls pays 
the same amount, if we put it on a percentage basis as the man who 
ordered the large bulbs. The actual postage would be far less. So a 
percentage of the total is not the answer. 


Last year we asked our customers to include $.35 on orders under 
$5.00 to cover the cost of packaging and postage. Those living far 
away gained on the deal, while those living close probably paid too 
much, although we did try to even things with extras. To be fair to 


all, we are trying an experiment this year—we must again ask that 
postage be paid on all orders under $5.00—but on the following basis:

Supposing your order is for 10, 10, and 5 large bulbs—a total of 25. 
You would then have to pay postage on 5 pounds. By going to the 
scale below we find that 5 pounds to say zone five would be 63c, 
while the same five pounds to zone two would only be 39c. 


We are therefore asking on all orders under $5.00 that you include 
postage figured on the above basis. If you have included too much 
we will adjust by the inclusion of extra bulbs. Seeds and bulblets 
will be prepaid. 


To the man whose order totals more than $5.00, we will make this 
kind of a deal—we will include a bulb or bulbs of some 1955 intro- 
duction free if you will pay the postage. Supposing your order 
amounts to $15.00 and the postage on it comes to 73c, if you will 
include the postage with your order, or will agree to send it to us 
when you get your package, the 1955 introduction is yours free. 
Just check the price of most of the 1955 introductions and you will 
see how much you stand to gain. We will be more than fair with 
what we include. 


For the man who wants 25 or more of a kind, we would suggest you 
order from the quantity list and pay the postage. 25 bulbs at a retail 
price of 10/$1.00 would be $2.50. 25 bulbs at the quantity price of 
$6.00 a hundred would be $1.50, and your postage to the 4th zone 
would be 52c. You are therefore better off to use the quantity list 
and pay the postage yourself. By including the postage with your 
check, you save C.O.D. charges for the postage. 
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C.O.D. orders must be accompanied by at least a 25% down 
payment.

Gladiolus. Seed. 
Last year was a bad season for hybridizing, not only for us but for 


many others. We were fortunate enough to hit several good times, 
and thus are able to offer the following crosses. 


If you have ever tried hybridizing for yourself, you know just how 
much work it entails. The actual work of hybridizing is a tedious 
task—then there is the job of collecting the seed pods at just the 
right time—the cleaning, storing and preparation for shipment. 


The seed bearing parent is the first variety mentioned—each cross 
is identified by number. Please order by number. The seeds are 
put up in packets of 20 seeds each. We have tried to separate the 
miniature crosses from the larger varieties as many of you are in- 
terested in miniatures. It must be realized that two miniatures 
crossed may not produce another miniature any more than two reds 
crossed will always produce another red. 


No two seedlings are exactly alike, even from the same cross. On 
pages one and two we tell you of our method of planting seed—and 
we give you some of the results of our experiments. If you do not 
care for this method, just plant your seeds in the garden, just like 
you would any other flower seed. To our way of thinking, there is 
no greater joy than the finding of a beautiful seedling—to see the 
unfolding of something no one has ever seen before. To us, it is 
probably the most interesting part of the growing of gladiolus.
